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Retail  Trade 
Comparative  State  Summary:  19^8  and  1939 

Per  capita  expenditures  in  retail  stores  in  the  United  States  rose  to  $893  in  19^8 
as  compared  with  $319  in  1939,  according  to  a  preliminary  report  released  by  Director 
Roy  V.  Peel  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  United  States  Department  of  Commerce. 
Measured  in  terms  of  the  total  dollar  volume  of  retail  trade,  this  represented  a  210$ 
sales  increase,  the  sales  figure  for  19^8  totaling  $131  billion  as  compared  with  $^2 
"billion  in  1939*  Although  sales  and  employment  in  retail  establishments  increased 
considerably  between  1939  and  19^8,  there  was  little  change  in  the  number  of  retail 
establishments  in  these  two  years. 

Retail  trade  was  an  important  source  of  employment  in  19^8.  In  mid-November  of 
that  year  there  were  some  6,928,000  paid  employees  in  retail  stores,  a  kk$>   increase 
from  the  1939  figure  of  h, 822, 000  employees.  In  total  the  Census  trades  (retail, 
wholesale,  service)  distributing  goods  and  services  to  the  consumer  accounted  for 
10,595,000  employees,  or  17*7$  of  the  total  civilian  employment  in  the  United  States. 
In  1939  "the  same  trades  employed  7,363,000  persons,  or  15.4$  of  total  civilian 
employees.  Not  included  in  the  19^-8  employment  figures  were  approximately  175, 000 
employees  in  chain-store  warehouses  and  administrative  offices  of  retail  organizations 
as  well  as  about  100,000  employees  in  the  administrative  and  auxiliary  units  of  whole- 
sale organizations.  The  figures  also  exclude  some  2,500,000  active  proprietors  or 
partners  of  unincorporated  retail,  wholesale,  and  service  businesses,  and  also  the 
many  unpaid  family  workers  of  such  businesses. 

Almost  half  (hj  percent)  of  the  dollar  volume  in  retail  trade  was  accounted  for  in 
19^8  in  seven  States  -  New  York,  California,  Pennsylvania,  Illinois,  Ohio,  Texas,  and 
Massachusetts.  The  State  of  New  York  remained  first  in  the  United  States  in  terms  of 
dollar  volume  of  sales,  with  11.2  percent  of  all  retail  trade  dollars  reported  there. 

Although  increases  in  dollar  receipts  were  reported  for  all  parts  of  the  nation, 
the  greatest  percentage  increases  from  1939  occurred  in  the  Southern  and  Pacific  States , 
The  West  South  Central  States  led  with  an  increase  of  252$,  followed  by  the  East  South 
Central  with  248$,  the  Pacific  States  with  246$,  and  the  South  Atlantic  with  238$. 
Individual  States  showing  greatest  percentage  increases  were  Arizona  (307$),  North 
Dakota  (28956),  Florida  (282$),  New  Mexico  (280$),  Alabama  (276$),  South  Dakota  (267$), 
Arkansas  (263$),  and  Oregon  (26l$). 

Per  capita  expenditures  in  retail  trade  establishments,  which  rose  nationally  from 
$319  in  1939  to  $893  in  1948,  were  highest  in  the  Pacific  States  where  a  per  capita 
figure  of  $1,067  was  recorded,  and  next  highest  in  the  Mountain  States,  where  the  1948 
figure  was  $995*  States  with  highest  per  capita  figures  for  1948  were  the  District  of 
Columbia  with  $1,288  per  capita;  Delaware  with  $1,274;  Nevada  with  $1,225;  and  Montana 
with  $1,179*  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  and  Mississippi  showed  the 
greatest  growth  in  per  capita  expenditures  in  retail  stores  between  1939  an(l  1948  with 
increases  of  330$,  285$,  265$,  264$,  and  263$,  respectively,  compared  to  the  national 
increase  of  183$.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 

Information  in  this  table  presents  preliminary  retail  trade  data  for  1948 
collected  in  the  1948  Census  of  Business.  Comparative  data  also  are  presented  for 
1939«  This  summary  is  part  of  the  preliminary  series  of  releases  issued  for  counties 
and  States,  Requests  for  information  on  final  1948  Census  of  Business  bulletins, 
which  will  be  issued  beginning  in  July  1950,  should  be  addressed  to:  Director, 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Scope — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered  all  retail  establishments  as 
defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  (May  1949  issue),  prepared 
by  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President.  Retail  establishments  consist  of  places 
of  business  primarily  engaged  in  selling  merchandise  for  personal,  household,  or 
farm  consumption,  and  rendering  services  incidental  to  the  sale  of  the  goods.  Both 
the  1939  and  1948  figures  exclude  data  for  administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  concerns. 

DEFINITIONS 

Stores — For  Census  purposes,  retail  stores  are  defined  to  include  only 
recognizable  places  from  which  business  activities  are  conducted,  provided  that  the 
annual  sales  are  in  excess  of  $500.  The  figures  on  number  of  stores  represent  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies 
or  organizations.  A  store  engaged  in  more  than  one  type  of  activity  was  classified 
on  the  basis  of  its  major  source  of  receipts.  The  store  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  the  coverage  of  retail  stores  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of 
Business  publications. 

Sales,  entire  year — Represents  sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  re- 
pairs and  other  services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  exclude  sales  and 
excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Employees — "Paid  employees..."  represents  all  employees  on  the  pay  roll 
(full  workweek  and  part  workweek)  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15. 
Companies  whose  pay  roll  period  was  other  than  a  workweek  were  requested  to  adjust 
the  figures  to  a  weekly  basis. 

Sales  per  capita — 1940  Population  Census  figures  were  used  in  computing 
sales  per  capita  for  1939*  Per  capita  data  for  1948  are  based  on  Census  Bureau 
population  estimates  as  of  July  1,  1948. 
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Selected  Service  Trades 
Comparatire  State  Summary:  19^8  and  1939 

Per  capita  expenditures  in  serrice  establishments  in  the  United  States  rose  to  $59 
in  19^8  compared  vith  $23  in  1939*  according  to  a  preliminary  report  released  by 
Director  Roy  V.  Peel  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  United  States  Department  of  Commerce 
Measured  in  terms  of  the  total  dollar  relume,  this  represented  a  188$  increase,  the 
figure  for  19l*8  totaling  $8.6  billion  as  compared  -frith  $3.0  billion  in  1939.  Although 
receipts  and  employment  in  serrice  establishments  increased  considerably  between  1939 
and  19*^8*  there  was  little  change  in  the  number  of  establishments.  Businesses  included 
in  the  scope  of  this  Census  report  are  the  personal,  business,  and  repair  serrice  trades. 

Serrice  trade  was  an  important  source  of  employment  in  19^8.  In  mid-Norember  of 
that  year  there  were  some  1,327,000  paid  employees  in  the  Serrice  trades  covered  in  this 
Census,  a  k2$  increase  from  the  1939  figure  of  936,000  employees.  In  total,  in  19*f8,  the 
Census  trades  (retail,  wholesale,  serrice)  accounted  for  10,595*000  paid  employees,  and 
some  2,500,000  actire  proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses.  In  1939  the  figures 
were  7,363,000  and  2,300,000  respectirely.  These  figures  do  not  include  persons  employed 
in  chain-store  warehouses,  administratire  offices,  and  auxiliary  units  of  retail  and 
wholesale  organizations.  In  19W,  there  were  approximately  275*000  such  employees. 
Neither  do  the  figures  include  the  many  unpaid  family  workers  in  business  establishments. 

Pire  States  -  New  York,  Illinois,  California,  Ohio,  and  Pennsylrania  -  accounted  for 
of  the  total  serrice  trade  receipts  in  the  United  States.  In  1939  they  accounted 
for  5°$  of  serrice  trade  dollars.  This  same  group  of  States  accounted  for  $2.6  billion 
of  the  $5-6  billion  increase  in  receipts  between  1939  and  19U8.  The  State  of  New  Tork 
remained  first  in  the  United  States  in  terms  of  total  rolume  of  receipts,  although  its 
share  of  all  serrice  trade  dollars  dropped  to  17*9$  in  19**8,  compared  with  19.8$  in  1939 

Although  increases  in  dollar  receipts  were  reported  for  all  parts  of  the  nation,  the 
greatest  percentage  increases  from  1939  occurred  in  the  Southern  States,  with  the  States 
in  the  East  South  Central  Division  showing  a  2k9$  increase,  those  in  the  West  South 
Central  a  238$  increase,  and  those  in  the  South  Atlantic  a  235$  increase.  In&iridual 
States  showing  greatest  percentage  increases  in  receipts  were  New  Mexico  (339$) * 
Alabama  (297$),  Florida  (297$)*  South  Carolina  (270$),  and  Mississippi  (263$). 

Per  capita  expenditures  in  serrice  trade  establishments,  which  rose  nationally  from 
$23  in  193.9  to  $59  in  19&8,  were  highest  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States  where  a  per 
capita  figure  of  $8l  was  recorded,  and  next  highest  in  the  Pacific  States,  where  the 
19^-8  figure  was  $714-.  States  with  highest  per  capita  figures  for  191*8  were  New  TOrk  with 
&108  per  capita;  District  of  Columbia  with  $102;  Illinois  with  $89;  and  California  with 
$8l.  New  Mexico,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  South  Carolina  showed  the  greatest  growth  in 
per  capita  expenditures  in  serrice  establishments  between  1939  and  19**8  with  increases 
of  320$,  286$,  267$  and  262$  respectirely,  compared  to  the  national  increase  of  157$.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 

Information  in  this  table  presents  preliminary  data  collected  in  the 
19^8  Census  of  Business,  for  the  personal,  "business  and  repair  serrice  trades, 
and  1939  Census  data  (adjusted  for  changes  in  scope  to  make  1939  data  conform  to 
the  I9US   scope) .  This  summary  is  part  of  the  preliminary  series  of  releases 
issued  for  counties  and  States.  Requests  for  information  on  final  19^8  Census 
of  Business  "bulletins,  which  will  be  issued  beginning  in  July  195°  >  should  be 
addressed  to  Director,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

Scope — The  19^8  Census  of  Business  covers  the  personal,  business  and 
repair  serrices  groups  as  presented  in  the  Serrices  Section  of  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual  (May  19^9  issue)  of  the  Executive  Office  of  the 
President.  The  groups  are:  personal  serrices  -  including  barber  shops,  beauty 
shops,  cleaning  and  dyeing  plants,  power  laundries,  photo  studios,  funeral 
directors,  and  pressing,  alteration,  and  garment  repair  shops;  business  serrices  - 
including  advertising  agencies,  credit  and  collection  agencies,  and  coin  operated 
machine  rental  and  repair;  automobile  repair  services  -  including  auto  repair 
shops,  auto  storage,  and  auto  parking;  and  other  repair  services  -  including 
electrical  repair  shops,  upholstery  and  furniture  repair,  and  watch,  clock  and 
jewelry  repair.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio  broadcasting  and 
television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting, 
auditing,  and  bookkeeping  (classified  as  business  services  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual),  and  domestic  services.  Both  the  1939  and  1$K8 
figures  exclude  data  for  administrative  and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organ- 
izations. 

DEFINITIONS 

Establishments — For  19^8  Census  purposes,  service  establishments  were 
defined  to  include  only  recognizable  places  of  business,  from  which  business 
activities  were  conducted,  provided  that  the  annual  receipts  were  in  excess  of 
$500.  An  establishment  engaged  in  more  than  one  type  of  activity  was  classified 
on  the  basis  of  its  major  source  of  receipts.  "Establishments"  is  the  number  of 
separate  units  engaged  in  business  activities  rather  than  the  number  of  business 
companies  or  organizations,  as  the  Census  figures  represent  information  reported 
separately  for  each  location  engaged  in  business  activities. 

Receipts,  entire  year — Represent  receipts  for  services  to  customers, 
together  with  any  receipts  from  the  sale  of  merchandise  (after  deduction  of 
returned  goods  and  allowances),  and  receipts  from  other  sources.  Figures  for 
19^8  exclude  sales  taxes  and  excise  taxes  collected  directly  from  the  customer  and 
paid  directly  to  a  taxing  agency.  Such  taxes  are  included  in  1939  receipts  but 
amount  to  less  than  1$  of  total  receipts. 

Employees — "Paid  Employees"  represent  all  employees  (full  workweek  and 
part  workweek)  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15. 
Companies  whose  pay  roll  period  was  other  than  a  workweek  were  requested  to 
adjust  the  figures  to  a  weekly  basis. 

Receipts  per  capita — 19*4-0  Population  Census  figures  were  used  in  comput- 
ing receipts  per  capita  for  1939.  Per  capita  lata  for  19^8  are  based  on  Census 
Bureau  population  estimates  as  of  July  1,  19^8^ 
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Wholesale  Trade 
Comparative  State  Summary:  1948  and  1939 
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Sales  of  wholesale  establishments  in  the  United  States  in  1948  were  up  23$  from 
1939>  reaching  a  tbtal  of  $185  billion-,  compared  with  $55  billion  in  1939,  according 
to  a  preliminary  report  released  by  Director  Roy  V.  Peel  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
United  States  Department  of  Commerce.  The  sales  increase  was  accompanied  by  a  21$ 
increase  in  number  of  wholesale  establishments  -  from  200,000  to  242,000.  Wholesale 
establishments  as  covered  in  this  report  include  manufacturer -owned  sales  outlets, 
merchandise  agents  and  brokers,  and  assemblers  of  farm  products,  as  well  as  -^merchant 
wholesalers"  and  industrial  goods  distributors. 

Wholesale  trade  was  an  important  source  of  employment  in  1948.  In  mid-November 
of  that  year  there  were  some  2,340,000  paid  employees  in  wholesale  establishments,  a 
46$  increase  from  the  1939  figure  of  1,605,000  employees.  In  total, the  trades 
covered  by  the  Census  (retail,  wholesale,  service),  distributing  goods  and  services 
to  the  consumer  accounted  for  10,595*000  employees,  or  17 • 7$  of  the  total  civilian 
employment  in  the  United  States.  In  1939  "the  same  trades  employed 7, 3°3 1 000  persons, 
or  15 -4$  of  the  total  civilian  employees.  Not  included  in  the  1948  employment  figures 
were  approximately  100,000  employees  in  the  administrative  and  auxiliary  units  of 
wholesale  organizations  and  about  175*000  employees  in  chain-store  warehouses  and 
administrative  offices  of  retail  organizations.  The  figures  also  exclude  some 
2,500,000  active  proprietors  or  partners  of  unincorporated  retail,  wholesale,  and 
service  businesses,  and  also  the  many  unpaid  family  workers  of  such  businesses. 

New  York  ranked  first  among  the  States  in  dollar  volume  of  wholesale  sales  with 
$42  billion,  or  23$  of  the  United  States  total,  followed  by  Illinois,  California, 
Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio.  Considered  together,  these  five  leading  States  accounted  for 
50$  of  all  wholesale  sales  in  the  United  States  in  1948  compared  with  53$  in  1939* 
The  number  of  wholesale  establishments  in  these  States  increased  from  *W$  to  43$  of 
the  United  States  total.  On  the  basis  of  volume  of  sales,  these  five  States  held  the 
same  relative  rank  in  both  1948  and  1939. 

The  States  with  wholesale  establishment  sales  of  more  than  $5  billion  -  Hew  York, 
Illinois,  California,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Texas,  Missouri,  Michigan,  and  Massachusetts 
accounted  for  65.5$  of  all  sales  in  the  United  States,  and  accounted  for  $84  billion 
of  the  $130  billion  increase  from  1939  to  1948.  However,  the  States  showing  the 
largest  relative  increases (300£  or  more)  in  sales;  1948  over  1939*  were  South  Dakota, 
North  Dakota,  Kansas,  Montana,  Oregon,  Arizona,  Nebraska,  Iowa,  Tennessee,  and  Idaho.

It 
included  "establishments  or  places  of  business  primarily  engaged  in  selling 
merchandise  to  retailers;  to  industrial,  commercial,  institutional,  and 
professional  users,  or  to  other  wholesalers;  or  acting  as  agents  in  buying 
merchandise  for  or  selling  merchandise  to  such  persons  or  companies".  Thus 
defined,  the  field  is  much  broader  than  the  usual  conception  of  "wholesaler" 
or  "jobber"  as  it  also  includes  manufacturer-owned  and  operated  sales  outlets, 
agents  and  brokers  negotiating  sales  (or  purchases)  for  other,  and  assemblers 
of  farm  products.

DEFINITIONS 

Establishment — For  19^8  Census  purposes,  a  wholesale  business  estab- 
lishment is  defined  to  Include  only  recognizable  places  from  which  business 
activities  are  conducted  provided  that  the  annual  sales  were  in  excess  of 
$5>000.

The  concentration  of  wholesale  trade  activity  in  the  United  States  is  shown  in  a 
preliminary  report  of  the  1948  sales  of  wholesale  establishments  in  50  counties, 
released  by  Director  Roy  V.  Peel  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  United  States  Department 
of  Commerce.  These  50  counties  accounted  for  69  percent  of  the  Nation1 s  wholesale 
sales  in  1948,  or  about  $128  billion  of  the  national  total  of  $185  billion.  They  also 
accounted  for  $88  billion  of  the  $130  billion  by  which  wholesale  sales  increased  from 
1939  to  1948.  Over  118,000  of  the  Nation* s  242,000  wholesale  business  establishments 
were  located  in  these  50  leading  wholesale  trade  counties,  and  they  provided  employment 
for  some  1,367,000  of  the  2,340,000  wholesale  trade  employees  in  November  1948. 

New  York  County  (Manhattan  Borough)  ranked  first  among  the  50  large  counties  with 
1948  wholesale  sales  of  over  $33.5  billion,  18  percent  of  the  national  total.  Next 
largest  counties  in  order  were:  Cook  County  (Chicago),  Illinois;  Los  Angeles  County, 
California;  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsylvania;  and  Suffolk  County  (Boston), 
Massachusetts.  These  same  counties  also  were  leading  in  wholesale  sales  in  1939, 
but  between  1939  and  1948  Los  Angeles  moved  up  from  fifth  to  third  place. 

The  five  next  most  important  wholesale  trade  counties,  in  terms  of  sales  volume, 
were:  Wayne  County  (Detroit),  Michigan;  San  Francisco  County,  California;  Cuyahoga 
County  (Cleveland),  Ohio;  the  independent  city  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri;  and  Allegheny 
County  (Pittsburg),  Pennsylvania.  In  1939,  San  Francisco  County,  ranked  ahead  of 
Wayne  County,  and  St.  Louis  dity,  ahead  of  Cuyahoga  County. 

Counties  which  showed  large  wholesale  sales  increases  (in  most  cases  over  300$ 
increase) from  1939  to  1948,  and  which  improved  in  rank  by  five  or  more  places  were: 
Shelby  County  (Memphis),  Tennessee,  moving  from  22nd  nationally  to  16th  in  rank; 
Douglas  County  (Omaha),  Nebraska,  moving  from  25th  to  20th;  Marion  County  (Indianapolis), 
Indiana,  from  26th  to  21st;  Mecklenberg  County  (Charlotte),  North  Carolina,  from  34th 
to  29th;  Queens  County  (Queens  Borough),  New  York,  from  36th  to  31st;  Jefferson  County 
(Birmingham),  Alabama,  from  38th  to  32nd;  Alameda  County  (Oakland),  California,  from 
40th  to  33rd;  Woodbury  County  (Sioux  City),  Iowa,  from  43rd  to  34th;  Franklin  County 
(Columbus),  Ohio,  from  41st  to  35th;  St.  Clair  County  (East  St.  Louis),  Illinois,  from 
49th  to  38th;  Tarrant  County  (Fort  Worth),  Texas,  from  45th  to  39th;  and  Dakota  County 
(South  St.  Paul),  Minnesota,  from  57th  to  50th. 

The  50  largest  counties  as  a  group  are  characterized  by  the  following  facts:  With 
a  few  exceptions,  all  had  more  than  500  wholesale  establishments;  each  had  at  least 
one-half  billion  dollars  wholesale  volume  in  1948,  and  all  but  7  had  at  least  5,000 
wholesale  employment  in  November  1948.  Overall,  the  50  largest  counties  increased 
their  sales  by  224  percent  from  1939,  as  compared  with  the  national  average  of  238 
percent .

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 

Information  in  this  table  presents  preliminary  wholesale  trade  data 
collected  in  the  19^8  Census  of  Business.  The  1939  data  represent  comparable 
coverage  of  businesses.  This  summary  is  part  of  this  preliminary  series  of 
releases  issued  for  counties  and  States.  Requests  for  information  on  final 
19^8  Census  of  Business  bulletins,  which  will  be  issued  beginning  in  August 
1950,  should  be  addressed  to  Director,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.C. 

Scope — The  I9U8  Census  of  Business  covered  all  establishments  in 
wholesale  trade  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
(May  19^9  issue),  prepared  by  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President.  It 
included  "establishments  or  places  of  business  primarily  engaged  in  selling 
merchandise  to  retailers;  to  industrial,  commercial,  institutional,  and 
professional  users,  or  to  other  wholesalers;  or  acting  as  agents  in  buying 
merchandise  for  or  selling  merchandise  to  such  persons  or  companies".  Thus 
defined,  the  field  is  much  broader  than  the  usual  conception  of  "wholesaler" 
or  "jobber"  as  it  also  includes  manufacturer-owned  and  operated  sales  outlets, 
agents  and  brokers  negotiating  sales  (or  purchases) for  other,  and  assemblers 
of  farm  products .  Both  the  1939  and  19^8  figures  exclude  data  for  administrative 
or  executive  offices  and  other  auxiliary  units. 

DEFINITIONS 

Establishments --For  19^8  Census  purposes,  a  wholesale  business  estab- 
lishment is  defined  to  include  only  recognizable  places  from  which  business 
activities  are  conducted  provided  that  the  annual  sales  were  in  excess  of 
$5,000.  The  figures  on  number  of  establishments  represent  the  number  of 
separate  business  locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations.  A  store  engaged  in  more  than  one  type  of  activity  was 
classified  on  the  basis  of  its  major  source  of  receipts.  The  establishment 
count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  19^8  excluding 
administrative  or  executive  offices  and  other  auxiliary  units.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  the  coverage  of  wholesale  establishments  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

Sales,  entire  year — Represents  sales  of  merchandise,  together  with 
any  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  services  to  customers.  The  figures  are 
"net",  after  deductions  for  returned  goods  and  allowances.  Sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  by  wholesale  establishments  from  customers  and  paid  directly 
to  any  taxing  agency  are  included. 

Paid  Employees — Represents,  all  employees  (full  workweek  and  part 
workweek)  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15. 
Companies  whose  pay  roll  period  was  other  than  a  workweek  were  requested  to 
adjust  the  figures  to  a  weekly  basis.

UNITED  STATES  SUMMARY 
CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS:   19^8  AND  1939 

A  three-fold  expansion  in  the  dollar  volume  of  retail,  wholesale,  and  service 
"businesses  in  the  United  States  from  1939  to  19^8,  and  a  substantial  increase  in 
employment,  are  reported  in  a  preliminary  Census  of  Business  release  today  by  Director 
Roy  V.  Peel  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  United  States  Department  of  Commerce.  Despite 
this  growth  of  trade  activity,  there  was  no  significant  change  in  the  number  of 
establishments  in  these  trades  in  the  two  Census  years. 

Sales  of  retail  stores,  according  to  the  Census  report,  reached  a  total  of 
$130.5  billion  in  19^8  compared  with  $42.0  "billion  in  1939.   Sales  increases  from 
1939  to  19^8  were  considerably  above  average  in  the  trades  handling  consumer  durable 
goods.  In  the  automotive  trades,  sales  increased  from  $5*5  billion  to  $20.1  billion; 
in  the  lumber-building -hardware  group  from  $2.7  billion  to  $11.7  billion;  and  in  the 
furniture -furnishings -appliance  group  from  $1.7  billion  to  $6.9  billion. 

In  wholesale  trade  total  sales  increased  from  $54 .9  billion  in  1939  to  $185.3 
billion  in  1948.   In  the  service  trades  which  include  personal,  business,  and  repair 
services;  hotels  and  tourist  courts;  and  amusements,  receipts  increased  from  $4.9 
billion  to  over  $13  billion. 

Employment  in  the  trades  included  in  the  Business  Census  rose  to  a  total  of 
11.3  million  persons  in  1948,  an  increase  of  about  3«^  million  from  the  1939  total  of 
7*9  million.  Retail  trade  accounted  for  some  6.9  million  employees  in  1948;  an 
additional  2.3  million  were  employed  in  wholesale  trade,  and  some  2.1  million  in  the 
various  service  trades.

Scope  of  the  Census „— — -The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered  all  establish- 
ments in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  service  Irades  in  the  following  Tour  groups — personal  services, 
business  services,  automobile  repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services; 
hotels;  tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion-picture  theaters. 
Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical 
and  health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

The  1939  Census  figures  shown  in  the  attached  table  represent  a  comparable. 
coverage  of  businesses.  Both  the  1939  ^nd  1948  figures  exclude  data,  for  administra- 
tive and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations  and  for  chain-store  warehouses. 

Establishment  definition. For  1948  Census  purposes,  a  business  establish- 
ment is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted  from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales  x^ere  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  btisiness  companies  or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures 
represent  information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948. 

Sales  and  receipts. "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise receipts  from  repairs  and  other  services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  de- 
ductions for  returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  except 
for  wholesale  trade,  they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and 
paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency .

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Th<;  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments.

This  compared  with  a  total 
of  271  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939 « 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Crenshaw  County, 
Alabama.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Crenshaw  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Alabama  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Dale  County,  Alabama,  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19*1-8  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U«  S.  Department  of  Commerce.. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $6,5  million,  an  increase  of  306 
percent  over  the  $1,6  million  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
rounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,

Scope  of  the  Census.—  The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual;  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;

repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count.

Wholesale  saleadn the  county  reached  a  total  of  $3.4  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  |>2o0 
million  in  1939*      The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census   of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $375,000  in  1948  compared  with  $64,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  549  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  263   employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,   1939.

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Henry  County, 
Alabama.   Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Henry  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Alabama  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  bnsi- 
ness  at  toe  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  'preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered

•11  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.-  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  -that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Th<e  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Tallapoosa  County, 
Alabama,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $16 * 9  million,  an  increase  of  267 
percent  over  the  $4«6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken.

The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

—  "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 


1948  census  of  Business 
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WINSTON  COUNTY,  ALAc 
Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Winston  County,  Alabama, 

showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 

to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 

of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $6.1  million,  an  increase  of  281 
percent  over  the  $1.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4.5  million  in  1948  as  compared  xvith 
^0.7  million  in  1939«  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $213,000  in  1948  compared  with  $41,000  in  1939 . 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades,  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

441  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19A8.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  220  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  193-9 « 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Winston  County, 
Alabama,,  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Winston  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Alabama  to  be  issued  in  several  months 0  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the 
counties  and  States.

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{ALASKA 
Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Alaska  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-8  according  to  prelimi- 
nary figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  Alaska  during  194-8  aggregated  $93,700,000,  an  increase  of  307 
percent  over  the  $23,000,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  showed  a  256  percent  rise  over  the  same  period,  reach- 
ing a  total  of  $32,000,000  in  1948  as  compared  with  $9,000,000  in  1939.  The  service 
trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling  $4-, 500,000  in 
194.8  compared  with  $2,100,000  in  1939.  Hotel  receipts  moved  from  $1,000,000  in  1939 
to  $3,4-00,000  in  194-8.  Amusements  businesses  in  Alaska  recorded  receipts  of  $1,4-00,000 
in  1948  compared  with  $4-00,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  Alaska  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
3,387  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8,  compared  with 
1,4-99  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  Wholesale  trade  establishments  reported  a  total  of 
44-0  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1948,  compared  with 
247  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service  trades,  November  15,  1948, 
paid  employees  numbered  453;  the  comparable  figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in 
scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  315.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Arizona  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-8  according  to  prelimi- 
nary figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  So  Department  of  commerce . 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  194-8  aggregated  $653 .3  million,  an  increase  of 
303  percent  over  the  £162.0  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken o  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  329  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  -$414  el  million  in  194-8  as  compared  with  $96.5 
million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $34-«3  million  in  194-8  compared  with  £9.5  million  in  1939o  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $6.3  million*  in  1939  to  $13.9  million  in  194-8 0  Amusement  busi- 
nesses in  the  State  recorded  receipts  of  $9.3  million  in  194-8  compared  with  $3«3 
million  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
32,515  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8 0  Of  these, 
27,623  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  17,524-  and  14-,  144- •■  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments reported  a  total  of  8,039  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  194-8,  compared  with  3,831  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  194-8,  paid  employees  numbered  5,393;  the  comparable  figure 
for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  3,360. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made  avail- 
able for  each  county  in  Arizona.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for 
Arizona,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar 
data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for'  each  of  the  States.

GENERAL   DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES    FOR  THE

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a    sufficient   number   of   establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other

Establishment  definition. — For  Census

Employmen t.  — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters."  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  ia  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  theae  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  .separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
"chain  store"  warehouses.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Arkansas  County,  Arkansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $21.0  million,  an  increase  of  312 
percent  over  the  $>5«1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $23.1  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$1.9  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  &778,000  in  1948  compared  with  $112,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,479 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  610  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Arkansas  County, 
Arkansas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Stuttgart.  Final,  figures,  supersed- 
ing the  preliminary  data  for  Arkansas  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Arkansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  Jnne  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $11=1  million,  an  increase  of 
226  percent  over  the  $3*^  million  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $2.1  million  in  19^8  as  com- 
pared with  $0,k  million  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business 
recorded  receipts  totaling  $356,000  in  19^8  compared  with  $109,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  6l0 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  428  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939 » 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Ashley  County, 
irkansas,  which  also  included  data  for  the  city  of  Crossett.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
193S.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  cf  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  bavt  a  consid~ 
erable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  :<989  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition, — For  Census,  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  tht.t  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  tri'.dt  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  tie  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  in'ormation 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  e?t at li somen t. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multinnit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses.

— "Number  of  paid  employues. . .  "  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
Tli-2  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
busmess  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters."  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices . 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
"chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.  —"1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  snd  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. —"Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —"Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  aeaaonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manuali  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.'  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard; 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.— "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —"Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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FAULKHER  COIMTY,  ARK. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Faulkner  County^,  Arkansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^-8  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $12 .1  million,  an  increase  of 
278  percent  over  the  $3.2  million  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4.7  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $1.8  million  in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $583,000  in  19kS   compared  with  $l6$,000  in  1939» 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
84O  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8 .  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  529  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939 » 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Faulkner 
County,  Arkansas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Conway.  Final  figures, 
superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Faulkner  County,  will  b©  included  in  a  Bulletin 
for  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $9.6  million,  an  increase  of  357 
percent  over  the  $2.1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken, 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4.8  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$0.9  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $415,000  in  1948  compared  with  $85,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  658 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with 
a  total  of  251  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Hot  Spring 
County,  Arkansas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Malvern.  Final  figures, 
superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Hot  Spring  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin 
for  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.   Similar  data  will  be  made 
available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  19  39  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  fnture  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Izard  County,  Arkansas,  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $1.6  million,  an  increase  of 
167  percent  over  the  $0.6  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Izard  County, 
Arkansas.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
c-ounty  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual!  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
all  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  servicea;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.-  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  theae  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  S500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  .separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  buciness  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts, — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  and  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —"Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

JOHNSON  COUNTY,  ARK, 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Johnson  County,  Arkansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $6.4  million,  an  increase  of  237 
percent  over  the  $1.9  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $1.7  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$1.4  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $286,000 in  1948  compared  with  $105,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  398  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  229  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Johnson  County, 
Arkansas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Clarksville.  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Johnson  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Arkansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available 
this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Lafayette  County,  Arkansas,  showed 
a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-8  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-8  aggregated  $5.5  million,  an  increase  of  189 
percent  over  the  $1.9  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling 
$24-5,000  in  194-8  compared  with  $81,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  231  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8.  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  206  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Lafayette 
County,  Arkansas.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Lafayette  County, 
will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Perry  County,  Arkansas,  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  3.  Department  of  Commerce,, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $1.3  million,  an  increase  of 
225  percent  over  the  $0,4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  total- 
ing $36,000  in  1948  compared  with  $9,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
25  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 „  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  14  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939 o 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Perry  County, 
Arkansas.   Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Perry  Count?/-,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Phillips  County,  Arkansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $25.1  million,  an  increase  of  2 $4 
percent  over  the  $7.1  million  in  1939*  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $18.1  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$7.7  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $917,000  in  1948  compared  with  $242,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,665 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  1,225  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Cen- 
sus.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-8  aggregated  $10.6.  million,  an  increase  of  221 
percent  over  the  %2>»2>   million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  nnder  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929.  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  acconnting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition, — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Eusiness.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  -and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

Safes  end  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  bnt  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment. 
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SALINE  COUNTY,  ARK, 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Saline  County,  Arkansas, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S,  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $10.2  million,  an  increase  of 
386  percent  over  the  $2.1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken*  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $1.7  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $0.6  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $297,000  in  1948  compared  with  $81,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
521  paid  employees  for  the  xrorkweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared 
with  a  total  of  259  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Saline  County, 
Arkansas,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  Benton.  Final  figures,  super- 
seding the  preliminary  data  for  Saline  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the 
State  of  Arkansas  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  avail- 
able this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States 0  A

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $2.5  million,  an  increase  of 
317  percent  over  the  v0.6  million  in  1939a  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $1.1  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $0.3  million  in  1939.   The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $88,000.  in  1948  compared  with  $22,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  nine-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  152  paid  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.   This  compared  with  a  total  of  55  employ- 
ees reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census,  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number   of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a   considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  S500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business   publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. .  . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-8  aggregated  $66.4-  million,  an  increase  of  288 
percent  over  the  017.1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken, 
wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  069°8  million  in  194-8  as  compared  with 
^24-o9  million  in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $2.9  million  in  194-8  compared  with  $101  million  in  1939» 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8  for 

the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  5,707  paid 

employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8.  This  compared  with  a  total

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Ensiness.

"Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

CALIFORNIA 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  California  showed  a  sub- 
stantial expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  prelim- 
inary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Uc  S0  Department  of  Commerce , 

Retail  sales  in  the  State  during  1948  aggregated  $10,980,000,000,  an  increase  of 
244  percent  over  the  $3,187,800,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  State  showed  a  243  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $13,165,300,000  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$3,840,100,000  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $839,400,000  in  1948  compared  with  $276,200,000  in  1939*  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $79,800,000  in  1939  to  $191,900,000  in  1948,  Amusement  businesses 
in  the  State  recorded  receipts  of  $248,300,000  in  1948  compared  with  $100,800,000 
1  1939. 

Employment  in  the  State  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business,  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
533,559  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948,  Of  these, 
448,341  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable 
total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  341,295  and  273,196c  Wholesale  trade 
establishments  reported  a  total  of  209,199  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week 
of  November  15,  1948,  compared  with  138,096  for  the  same  week  in  1939<-  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  108, 596 5  the  comparable 
figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  77,625, 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  compiled  from  similar  releases  being  made 
available  for  each  county  in  California,  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary 
data  for  California,  will  be  included  in  a  State  Bulletin  to  be  issued  in  several 
months.  Similar  data  will  be  made  available  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  States.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses,  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Calaveras  County, 
California,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19*1-8 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  is  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  nnder  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1988, 
1986,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Cenau*. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Nay  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services; ,  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1989  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognisable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  is  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  is  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment* 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  is  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiusit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sa/oa  and  receipte. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-is  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietor*.— "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  is  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

12,254  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 „  Of  these, 
10,342  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week«  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  7^780  and  6,1180  Wholesale  trade  establishments 
reported  a  total  of  75579  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November  15s 
1948,  compared  with  32914  for  the  same  week  in  1939 o  For  the  selected  service  trades, 
November  15 <,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  2,152;;  the  comparable  figure  for  19395

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Glenn  County,  California, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $17.6  million,  an  increase  of  252 
percent  over  the  $5.0  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $9.2  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$1.8  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $506,000  in  1948  compared  with  $158,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 

the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  892  paid 

employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a  total 

of  731  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Glenn  County, 
California.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Glenn  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  California  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of 
the  counties  and  States.

The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
off  ices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF   BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a  considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948  with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November  1948. 

Employment.  —  "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Inyo  County,  California, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U„  S0  Department  of  Commerce 0 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $15 o 6  million,  an  increase  of 
280  percent  over  the  $4«1  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken0  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $3<>1  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $102  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $463,000  in  1948  compared  with  $91*000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 
759  paid  employees  paid  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 0     This  com- 
pared with  a  total  of  398  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939o

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
off  ices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. ..  "  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Los  Angeles  County, 
California,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-8 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194&  aggregated  $4, 4.83, 200, 000,  an  increase  of 
24.1  percent  over  the  $1,314.,  500,000  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Busi- 
ness was  taken0  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  263  percent  rise  over 
the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $5,762,900,000  in  194-8  as  compared  with 
$1,585,600,000  in  1939«  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $4-00,600,000  in  194-8  compared  with  $135,300,000  in  1939o  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $23,000,000  in  1939  to  $56,000,000  in  194-8,  Amusement  businesses 
in  the  county  recorded  receipts  of  $12^,800,000  in  194-8.  No  comparable  figure  for  1939 
is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
232,172  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  194-8.  Of  these, 
195,41-3  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  152,890  and  124-,221.  Wholesale  trade  estab- 
lishments reported  a  total  of  87,258  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,  194-8,  compared  with  54-, 530  for  the  same  week  in  1939=  For  the  selected 
service  trades,  November  15,  194-8,  paid  employees  numbered  51,933;  the  comparable 
figure  for  1939,  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  4-0, 208. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Los  Angeles 
County,  California.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  forty- two  cities  of  2,500 
inhabitants  or  more  located  in  Los  Angeles  County. 

Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Los  Angeles  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  California  to  be  issued  in  several  months. 
Similar  data  will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each 
of  the  counties  and  States.  A  single  copy  of  the  preliminary  release  for  Los  Angeles 
County  as  well  as  an  order  blank  for  other  area  releases  may  be  obtained  by  writing 
to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1936,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Hay  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  fonr 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition, — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of

Retail ,and  wholesale  establishments  located  in  Mariposa  County,  California,  showed 
an  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  preliminary 
figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
U,  S.  Department  of  Commerce,, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $3«3  million,  an  increase  of  94 
percent  over  the  $1.7  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $833,000  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$568,000  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  re- 
ceipts totaling  $131,000  in  1948,  a  decrease  from  the  $171,000  reported  in  1939.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.

tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and   domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.

This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  resnlts  of 
the  1348  Oensns  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Censns 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  iind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  Jnne  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annnal 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Bnsi- 
ness  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Safes  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  bnt  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Fnll  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Nevada  County,  California, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  "the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $19.8  million,  an  increase  of  125 
percent  over  the  $8.8  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken9 
Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $4°1  million  in  1948  as  compared  with 
$1.5  million  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded 
receipts  totaling  $1.0  million  in  1948  compared  with  $0.4  million  in  1939° 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9=year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  1,081 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15$  1948o  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  840  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939 «

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Orange  County,  California, 
showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according 
to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $206.4  million,  an  increase  of 
312  percent  over  the  $50.1  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  281  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $105.5  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $37°6  million 
in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts 
totaling  $12.7  million  in  1948  compared  with  $3.3  million  in  1939.  Amusement  businesses 
in  the  county  recorded  receipts  of  $3.0  million  in  1948.  No  comparable  figure  for 
1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
9,544  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 •  Of  these, 
7,842  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  4,975  and  3,880.  Wholesale  trade  establishments 
reported  a  total  of  3,175  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November  15, 
1948,  compared  with  3,043  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service  trades, 
November  15,  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  1, 628  j  the  comparable  figure  for  1939, 
adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  802. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Orange  County, 
California.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census,  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses,  were  taken  for  the 
years   1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.—  The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic   services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a  considerable   effect   in   comparing 


1948   with   1939   data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  enJ  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail  sales   in  the   county  during  1948  aggregated   $296 „3  million,   an  increase   of  223 
percent  over  the  $91:7  million  sales  in  1939*   when  the   preceding   Census  of  Business  was 
taken,      Wholesale   sales  volume   in  the   county  showed  a  266  percent. rise   over  the   same 
period,   reaching  a  total  of  $283.8  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $77-6  million  in 
1939,      The   service  trades  included  in  the   Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  totaling 
$18,9  million  in  1948  compared  with  $6=5  million  in  1939=      Hotel  receipts  moved  from 
$206  million  in  1939  to  $5=6  million  in  1948,      Amusement  businesses  in  the   county  re- 
corded  receipts  of   $4-8  million  in  2-948,      No   comparable   figure   for  1939  is   available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9=year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades  covered  by  the   Census  of  Business.      Retail  trade  establishments  re- 
ported 14^000  paid  employees   for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,   1948.      Of 
these,   12,134  worked  the  full  week,   and  the  remainder  part   of  the  week,      The    comparable 
total  and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were   9,084  and  7,416 ;      Wholesale  trade  estab- 
lishments reported  a  total  of   5,887  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of 
November  15,   1948,    compared  with  3,140  for  the   same  week  in  1939.      For  the   selected 
service  trades,   November  15,  1948,    paid  employees  numbered  2,525;   the   comparable  figure 
for   1939,  adjusted   for   change   in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,   was   1,744;

The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  nnder  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  Included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $6,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  bnt  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Pull  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  San  Benito  County, 
California,  shoved  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $12.2  million,  an  increase  of 
213  percent  over  the  $3*9  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $3 .4  million  in  1948  as 
compared  with  $1.9  million  in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of 
Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $570,000  in  1948  compared  with  $230,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 
for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  632 
paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  This  compared  with  a 
total  of  496  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15>  1939* 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  San  Benito 
County,  California,  which  also  includes  data  for  the  city  of  "Hollister.  Final  figures, 
superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  San  Benito  County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin 
for  the  State  of  California  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data  will  be  made 
available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties  and  States.

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors. . . " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November   1948. 

Employment . — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $5060 2  million,  an  increase  of 
319  percent  over  the  $120.7  million  sales  in  1939*  "when  the  preceding  Census  of 
Business  was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  292  percent  rise 
over  the  same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $25603  million  in  19^8  as  compared  with 
$65. h  million  in  1939°  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported 
receipts  totaling  $32°  9  million  in  19WJ  compared  with  $9.0  million  in  1939.  Hotel 
receipts  moved  from  $4.3  million  in  1939  in  1939  to  $13 o 7  million  in  I9WL  Amusement 
"businesses  in  the  county  recorded  receipts  of  $13 ol  million  in  1948.  No  comparable 
figure  for  1939  is  available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  $~ye&r  period  "between  1939  an)^  19^-8 
for  the  trades  covered  Tby  the  Census  of  Business .  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
2kykh7  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948.  Of  these, 
20,561  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.  The  comparable  total 
and  full  workweek  figures  for  1939  were  12,896  and  10,467.  Wholesale  trade  establish- 
ments  reported  a  total  of  5*419  full-  and  part-week  employees  for  the  week  of  November 
15,  1948,  compared  with  3,533  for  the  same  week  in  1939.  For  the  selected  service 
trades,  November  15*  1948,  paid  employees  numbered  4,Y60)  the  comparable  figure  for 
1939*  adjusted  for  change  in  scope  between  the  two  Censuses,  was  2,522. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  "been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  San  Diego 
County,  California.  The  report  also  contains  data  for  the  cities  of  Chula  Vista, 
Coronado,  Escondido,  La  Mesa,  National  City,  Oceanside,  and  San  Diego. 

Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  San  Diego  County,  will  be 
included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  California  to  be  issued  in  several  months.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of -business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE 
1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the.  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of -business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a  sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,  1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may

Establishment  definition. — For  Census

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

SAN  JOAQUIN  COUNTY,  CALIF. 

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in   San  Joaquin  County, 
California,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  Yolume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U*  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $200* 6  million,  an  increase  of 
264  percent  over  the  $55*1  million  sales  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a  249  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $164«2  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $47*0  million 
in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  total- 
ing $13.0  million  in  1948  compared  with  $3*6  million  in  193 9« 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  arid  1948  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported

Scope  at  the  Ccnauu. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  iHtab!  i  iliments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
'be  BdecutiM'  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  :  rades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  servic  es,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pair.-; and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
Coadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

Tnis  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen-

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  San  Mateo  County, 
California,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce » 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $178.6  million,  an  increase  of 
3U  percent  over  the  $43«5  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $60.2  million  in  1948  as  com- 
pared with  $15.9  million  in  1939*  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $9»6  million  in  1948  compared  with  $2.8  million  in 

1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948 

for  the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of 

9, 923  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1848.  This  compared 

with  a  total  of  4,848  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939« 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  San  Mateo 
County,  California,  which  also  includes  data  for  Burlingame,  Daly  City,  Menlo  Park, 
Millbrae,  Redwood,  San  Bruno,  San  Carlos,  San  Mateo  and  South  San  Francisco.  Final 
figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  San  Mateo  County,  will  be  included  in 
a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  California  to  be  issued  in  several  months.  Similar  data 
will  be  made  available  this  year  in  preliminary  and  final  form  for  each  of  the  counties 
and  States.

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GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY  RELEASES   FOR  THE 
1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one 
is  planned  for  each  county  in  the  United 
States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  infor- 
mation is  based  on  reports  submitted  by 
business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and 
are  subject  to  revision  in  the  final 
Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  re- 
spect to  coverage.  The  final  Census  fig- 
ures will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Busi- 
ness Census  bulletins  which  will  show 
additional  detailed  kind-of-business  in- 
formation for  all  places  where  there  are 
a   sufficient  number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken 
under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June 
19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Busi- 
ness Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for 
each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Previous 
Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the 
years  1929,    1933,    1935,    and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census 
of  Business  covered  all  establishments 
in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by 
the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President:  all  retail 
trades;  all  wholesale  trades;  all  serv- 
ice trades  in  the  following  four  groups  — 
personal  services,  business  services, 
automobile  repairs  and  services,  and 
miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements, 
including  motion  picture  theaters.  Some 
important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and 
health,  legal,  educational,  nonprofit, 
accounting,    and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of 
the  1939  Business  Census.  However,  "cus- 
tom trades"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  in- 
cluded in  the  standard  classification  of 
the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by 
the  1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  locali- 
ties, these  exclusions  as  well  as  other 
changes  in  the  standard  classification  may 
have    a  considerable   effect    in   comparing 


1948  with  1939  data,    particularly  with 
respect   to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census 
purposes,  a  business  establishment  is 
defined  to  include  only  enterprises  con- 
ducted from  a  recognizable  place  of 
business,  provided  that  the  annual  sales 
were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale 
trade  establishment  and  $500  for  estab- 
lishments in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in 
future  Census  of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the 
number  of  separate  business  locations, 
rather  than  the  number  of  business  com- 
panies or  organizations,  since  the  Cen- 
sus figures  represent  information  re- 
ported separately  for  each  business  lo- 
cation or  establishment.  The  establish- 
ment count  reflects  the  number  of  places 
in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding 
administrative  and  executive  offices  of 
multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain 
store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts . — "1948  sales  and 
receipts"  represents  sales  of  merchan- 
dise and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  re- 
flect deductions  for  returned  goods  and 
allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances, they  exclude  sales  and  excise 
taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors.  —  "Active  proprietors. . .  " 
represents  owners  and  partners  of  unin- 
corporated businesses  who  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  busi- 
ness  in  November   1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employ- 
ees..." represents  all  employees  on  the 
pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  near- 
est November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek" 
employees,  whether  regular  or  seasonal, 
are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  pe- 
riod were  paid  for  working  at  least  the 
number  of  hours  typically  worked  in  a 
week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  estab- 
lishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Santa  Clara  County, 
California,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  19^+8 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  19^8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  So  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  19^8  aggregated  $280=3  million,  an  increase  of 
251  percent  over  the  $79° 8  million  sales  in  1939«>  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business 
was  taken.  Wholesale  sales  volume  in  the  county  showed  a-308  percent  rise  over  the 
same  period,  reaching  a  total  of  $117° 8  million  in  19^8  as  compared  with  $28.9  million 
in  1939°  The  service_trad.es  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  reported  receipts  total-' 
ing  $17°2  million  in?  19^8  compared  with  $5 -2  million  in  1939°  Amusement  businesses  in  '",-. 
the  county  recorded  receipts  of  $4,6  million  in  19^80  No  comparable  figure  for  1939  is 
available. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  19^8  for 
the  trades  covered  by  the  Census  of  Business.  Retail  trade  establishments  reported 
13,^71  paid  employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^8.  Of  these, 
11,170  worked  the  full  week,  and  the  remainder  part  of  the  week.

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $69.8  million,  an  increase  of  222  percent  over 
the  $21*7  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken*     Wholesale  sales  in  the 
county  reached  a  total  of  $26*8  million  in  1948  as  compared  with  $11.3  million  in  1939.     The  service 
trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts     totaling  $3.6  million  in  1948  compared 
with  $1.3  million  in  1939, 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9— year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for  the  above 
trades.     Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  totL.l     of  4,702  paid  employees  for  the 
workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,   1948.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR   THE    1948    CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  Jnne  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1988, 
1985,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  fonr 
groups— personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  inclnding  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.

"Pnll  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

o^.^RAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1983, 
1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Cenaua. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Hanual,  Hay  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  fonr 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation," which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,   these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Eatabliahment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929.  1988, 
1986,  and  1989. 

Scope  of  tAe  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of

tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1989  Business  Census.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES   FOR   THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre- 
vious Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929,  1933, 
1935.  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  trades,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades;  all 
wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following  four 
groups — personal  services,  business  services,  automobile  re- 
pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census. 
However,  "custom  trades"  and  "services  incidental  to  transpor- 
tation, "  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard  classifi- 
cation of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the  1948  Cen- 
sus.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as  well  as 


other  changes  in  the  standard  classification  may  have  a  consid- 
erable effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  particularly 
with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition. — For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognisable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  annual 
sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,  000  for  a  wholesale  trade  establish- 
ment and  $500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A  detailed 
analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Census  of  Busi- 
ness publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  separate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  companies  or 
organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent  information 
reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or  establishment. 
The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number  of  places  in  busi- 
ness at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  administrative  and  executive 
off  ices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and  "chain  store"  warehouses. 

Salem  and  receipta. — "1948  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other  serv- 
ices to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for  returned 
goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allowances;  they  ex- 
clude sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from  customers  and  paid 
directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietora. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners  and 
partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  major 
portion  of  their  time  to  the  business  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  16,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regular 
or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  16  pay  period  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically  worked 
in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  f ffral  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION   OF   PRELIMINARY   RELEASES    FOR   THE    1948   CENSUS   OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

Scope  of  the  Census. — The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered

pairs and  services,  .and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  hotels; 
tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  motion  pic- 
ture theaters.  Some  important  services  not  covered  are  radio 
broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health,  legal,  educa- 
tional, nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  services. 

This  coverage  is  similar  to  that  of  the  1939  Business  Census.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Clear  Creek  County,  Colorado,  shoved 
a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-8  according  to 
preliminary  figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  U.  S,  Department  of  Commerce,, 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $3.3  million,  an  increase  of  136 
percent  over  the  $1.4  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken,, 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling 
$111,000  in  1948  compared  with  $47,000  in  1939 . 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  220  paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1948 .  This  compared  with  a  total 
of  158  employees  reported  for  the  week  of  November  15,  1939. 

These  preliminary  figures  have  been  derived  from  a  Census  report  on  Clear  Creek 
County,  Colorado.  Final  figures,  superseding  the  preliminary  data  for  Clear  Creek 
County,  will  be  included  in  a  Bulletin  for  the  State  of  Colorado  to  be  issued  in 
several  months.

Retail  and  service  establishments  located  in  Douglas  County,  Colorado,  showed  a 
substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  1948  according  to  pre- 
liminary figures  from  the  1948  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  1948  aggregated  $1.9  million,  an  increase  of  171 
percent  over  the  $0.7  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was  taken. 
The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Business  recorded  receipts  totaling  $69,000 
in  1948  compared  with  $14,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  1948  for 
the  above  trades.  Establishments  in  these  trades  reported  a  combined  total  of  75  Paid 
employees  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  19^-8.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  1948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census. 
The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision 
of  the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business 
Census  be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter. 
Previous  Business  Censuses  were  taken  for  the  years  1929, 
1933,  1935,  and  1939. 

Scope  of  the  Census.— The  1948  Census  of  Business  covered 
all  establishments  in  the  following  tradea,  as  defined  by  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual,  May  1949  issue,  of 
the  Executive  Office  of  the  President:  all  retail  trades; 
•11  wholesale  trades;  all  service  trades  in  the  following 
four  groups  —  peraonal  services,  business  services,  automobile 
repairs  and  services,  and  miscellaneous  repair  services;  ho- 
tels; tourist  courts  and  camps;  and  amusements,  including  mo- 
tion picture  theaters.-  Some  important  services  not  covered 
are  radio  broadcasting  and  television,  medical  and  health, 
legal,  educational,  nonprofit,  accounting,  and  domestic  serv- 
ices. 

This  coverage  ia  aimilar  to  that  of  the  1939  Buainess  Cen- 
sus. However,  "custom  tradea"  and  "services  incidental  to 
transportation,"  which  are  no  longer  included  in  the  standard 
classification  of  the  service  trades,  are  not  covered  by  the 
1948  Census.  In  a  number  of  localities,  these  exclusions  as 
well  as  other  changes  in  the  atandard  claaaificetion  may  have 


a  considerable  effect  in  comparing  1948  with  1939  data,  par- 
ticularly with  respect  to  establishment  count. 

Establishment  definition.  —For  Census  purposes,  a  business 
establishment  is  defined  to  include  only  enterprises  conducted 
from  a  recognizable  place  of  business,  provided  that  the  an- 
nual sales  were  in  excess  of  $5,000  for  a  wholesale  trade  es- 
tablishment and  1500  for  establishments  in  other  trades.  A 
detailed  analysis  of  coverage  will  be  provided  in  future  Cen- 
sus of  Business  publications. 

"Number  of  establishments"  is  the  number  of  3eparate  busi- 
ness locations,  rather  than  the  number  of  business  compa- 
nies or  organizations,  since  the  Census  figures  represent 
information  reported  separately  for  each  business  location  or 
establishment.  The  establishment  count  reflects  the  number 
of  places  in  business  at  the  end  of  1948  excluding  adminis- 
trative and  executive  offices  of  multiunit  organizations,  and 
chain  store"  warehouses. 

Sales  and  receipts.-' "19 48  sales  and  receipts"  represents 
sales  of  merchandise  and  receipts  from  repairs  and  other 
services  to  customers.  The  figures  reflect  deductions  for 
returned  goods  and  allowances,  but  not  for  trade-in  allow- 
ances; they  exclude  sales  and  excise  taxes  collected  from 
customers  end  paid  directly  to  any  taxing  agency. 

Proprietors. — "Active  proprietors..."  represents  owners 
and  partners  of  unincorporated  businesses  who  devoted  the  ma- 
jor portion  of  their  time  to  the  buainess  in  November  1948. 

Employment. — "Number  of  paid  employees..."  represents  all 
employees  on  the  pay  roll  for  the  pay  period  ending  nearest 
November  15,  1948.  "Full  workweek"  employees,  whether  regu- 
lar or  seasonal,  are  those  who  in  the  November  15  pay  period 
were  paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establishment.

Retail,  wholesale,  and  service  establishments  located  in  Jefferson  County, 
Colorado,  showed  a  substantial  expansion  in  dollar  volume  of  trade  from  1939  to  194-3 
according  to  preliminary  figures  from  the  194-8  Census  of  Business  released  today  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.  S.  Department  of  Commerce. 

Retail  sales  in  the  county  during  194-3  aggregated  $30.1  million,  an  increase  of 
378  percent  over  the  $6.3  million  in  1939,  when  the  preceding  Census  of  Business  was 
taken.  Wholesale  sales  in  the  county  reached  a  total  of  $2.2  million  in  194-8  as  com- 
pared with  $0.2  million  in  1939.  The  service  trades  included  in  the  Census  of  Busi- 
ness recorded  receipts  totaling  $868,000  in  194-8  compared  with  $148,000  in  1939. 

Employment  in  the  county  also  rose  over  the  9-year  period  between  1939  and  194-8 
for  the  above  trades.

GENERAL  DESCRIPTION  OF  PRELIMINARY  RELEASES  FOR  THE  L948  CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS 


This  series  of  releases,  of  which  one  is  planned  for  each 
county  in  the  United  States,  presents  preliminary  results  of 
the  1948  Census  of  Business.  The  information  is  based  on  re- 
ports submitted  by  business  establishments  for  that  Census.  The 
figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revision  in 
'the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are  expected  to 
be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The  final  Census 
figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business  Census  bulletins 
which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of-business  information 
for  all  places  where  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  establish- 
ments. 

The  1948  Census  of  Business  was  taken  under  the  provision  of 
the  Act  of  June  19,  1948,  which  provides  that  the  Business  Cen- 
sus be  taken  for  1948  and  for  each  fifth  year  thereafter.  Pre-

The  figures  shown  are  preliminary,  and  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  the  final  Census  publications,  but  the  changes  are 
expected  to  be  relatively  minor  with  respect  to  coverage.  The 
final  Census  figures  will  be  issued  in  a  series  of  Business 
Census  bulletins  which  will  show  additional  detailed  kind-of- 
business  information  for  all  places  where  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  establishments.
